Smoke was seen issuing from the 
basement of the C aliber Dry Goods 
Company in the Buckler block at 
^ tile corner of Texas and Mesa streets 
at 2 o’clock this morning. The fire 
department was 
promptly on 
the 
scene and fought the unseen fire for 
three hours, when the flames finally 
burst through the roof. All efforts 
were then directed to confining the 
fire to the Buckler building. 
The deaths came at 9:50 wiien the

era. It was asserted that many of 
ray contracts allowing a I) per cent 
the Indian* who signed toe McMur- 
attorney-s fee to J. F. McMurray and 
his associates, were Irr^uonsible in 
financial affairs. They would soon 
squander the cash, it was dec* ore J, 
and within a few years the country 
would be confronted with the prob­ 
lem of tow' to tak»* care of rf;lam. Ex­ 
cept for the appearance on toe stand 
of Cecil A. Lyon, national republi­ 
can comm bt teem an from Texas, the 
witnesses today were all indians. Mr 
Lyon told of his financial interests 
in the old tribal /McMurray contracts 
which provided for a 10 per cent fee, 
but which were disapproved of by 
President Roosevelt in 1908. He said 
he had talked with President Roose. 
velt in regard to the contracts. 
Asked if he had been invited by 
McMurray to join in the deal be­ 
cause of his political influence and 
bis acquaintance wit lithe president,j 
Mr. Lyon said he supposed he was, 
but he also attributed the invitation 
to his business ability. It was his 
purpose, he said, as soon as the 
contracts were approved by the pres­ 
ident, to induce the money interests 
of New York and London to buy the 
property which includes about 450,- 
000 acres of coal and asphalt lands. 
As soon as the president disapproved 
of the contracts, said Mr. Lyon, his 
connection with McMurray ceased. 
Indians Spend Freely. 
Although he had signed the present 
contracts and wras willing that Mc­ 
Murray should receive three million 
dollars as a fee for selling the land 
and thereby rendering service which 
the government had promised to do 
without cost, J. F. Myers, a Chicka­ 
saw Indian by intermarriage, declar­ 
ed that in his opinion many Indians 
would soon spend their share of the 
money and become dependents. 
Of the 18.000 Choctaws and the 8,- 
000 Chickasaws who would share in 
the proceeds, many w-ould collect 
from $5,000 to $10,000 each. 
“Instead of using this money to im­ 
prove the farms on which they live, 
and which they still 
would 
retain 
after their surplus lands were dis­ 
posed of, a great many would soon 
be parted from their cash. Is that 
not so?” asked Representative C. B. 
Miller. 
“Yes. In ten years a lot of them 
wouldn’t have anything. They would 
become paupers and with the nation­ 
al government no longer to look to, 
would become a charge on the state. 
At the same time there would be a 
distribution in favor of those Indians 
who have become thoroughly civiliz­ 
ed and are as able as the white man 
to take care of their affairs. 
Many Chickasaws testified that they 
were willing to give McMurray as 
high as 25 per cent attorney’s fees 
if he would sell the .land within a 
year. 
Red* Want Money. 
“Do you mean to 
say

you 
would be willing to pay McMurray 
from $3,000,000 to $5,000,Otto for do­ 
ing something which the government 
has promised to do for nothing?” ask­ 
ed Senator T. P. Gore of Benjamin 
Dourland, another Chickasaw.

Situation Between Two Men. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 
14.-E x - 
President Roosevelt announced today 
that Lloyd C. Griscom, chairman of 
the New York 
republican 
county 
committee, will come 
to agamore 
Hill tomorrow morning for a confer­ 
ence. 
Mr. Griscom spent last night with 
President Taft at Beverly and al­ 
though Col. Roosevelt woald not say 
so, it is known that Mr. Griscom 
will come to Sagamore HiH as .the 
bearer of an important message from 
'President 
Taft. 
The 
conference, 
therefore, will be of more than usual 
importance. 
The coloner would add nothing to 
the bare 
announcement 
that 
Mr. 
Griscom was to come, except to say 
that he had read with great interest 
the dispatches from Beverly, inti­ 
mating that the president is expect­ 
ing Secretary Ballinger to resign 
and that Senator Aldrich and Speak­ 
er Cannon in the future are to be in 
less direct contact with the admin­ 
istration. He refused to give his 
views 
on t if* subject or to say 
whether the message which Mr. Gris­ 
com bears constitutes another step 
in the administration’s program for 
readjusting conditions 
within 
the 
party. 
Clear Situation. 
It is believed here, however, that 
as a result of Mr. Griscom’s visit, 
the exact relations between the pres­ 
ident 
and the ex-president will be 
more clearly defined, even though 
no public announcement be made. 
Since Col. Roosevelt’s return from 
Africa 
he has 
resolutely avaided 
placing himself on record in regard 
to the Taft administration. He has 
seen the president only once and 
then for a comparatively short time, 
during 
his visit 
to Boston for the 
Harvard commencement. So far as 
known no messages have passed be­ 
tween them since that time and it is 
believed that President Taft desires 
to ascertain where his predecessor 
stands, particularly in view of th** 
national campaign which is soon to 
get under way. 
Col. Roosevelt’s western trip is to 
start on Tuesday of next week. Dur­ 
ing the trip it is expected that he 
will place himself on record in re­ 
gard to a number of matters of great 
interest to the country and to the 
republican party. One of them will 
be the conservation of national re-
